ESSEX Police has announced an 
investigation into alleged child sex 
abuse in the 1980s and 1990s, fol¬ 
lowing a year-long Yellow 
Advertiser investigation into claims 
of an establishment cover-up. 

The probe is being led by Chief 
Constable Stephen Kavanagh, who 
was introduced to three whistle¬ 
blowers last month during a meet¬ 
ing the YA helped to arrange. 

The Chief Constable and Essex 
Police Commissioner Nick Alston 
will release a formal statement 


later today outlining the nature 
and scale of the investigation into 
abuse involving as many as 80 
youngsters in Shoebury and other 
parts of Essex. 

Mr Alston thanked the YA for its 
‘important’ role in the investiga¬ 
tion. 

He said; “You have helped us into 
this place and I am grateful for it.” 

Officers will investigate claims 
that police and civil servants 
failed to properly investigate sus¬ 
pected paedophiles or adequately 
protect alleged victims during the 
1980s and 90s. They will also 
more urgently look into whether 
known victims remain at risk 
today as a result of past failures. 


Three whistleblowers were put 
in touch with Essex Police follow¬ 
ing a series of YA meetings, where 
they were able to describe an 
alleged ‘pattern of institutional 
abuse’ across the county. 

They came forward after the YA 
published a series of exclusive 
reports about alleged historic 
abuse. 

The allegations have been made 
by a retired NHS manager, a serv¬ 
ing probation officer and the for¬ 
mer manager of a child sex abuse 
treatment centre. 

Mr Alston described the claims 
as ‘chilling’. 

He said police would have to test 
the whistleblowers’ accounts, but 


commented: “It’s an overwhelm¬ 
ingly credible scenario. 

“The circumstantial evidence is 
apparently strong.” 

In a statement confirming the 
investigation, due to be published 
later this morning, Essex Police 
said: “At the meeting, serious con¬ 
cerns were raised about alleged 
sexual offences committed against 
children, particularly boys in local 
authority or foster care, during the 
1980s and 1990s. 

“Further deep concerns were 
raised about the safeguarding and 
support provided for a large number 
of young people who may have 
been victims of serious abuse.

OUNCIL URGED 
TO COME CLEAN 
OVER CHILD

ESSEX Police commissioner 
Nick Alston has described a 
police investigation into historic 
child sex allegations unearthed 
by the Yellow Advertiser as the 
result of a unique ‘collabora¬ 
tion’ between a newspaper and a 
police force. 

He described how senior 
police officers had launched 
their investigation thanks to a 
meeting ‘brokered’ by the YA 
between three ‘whistleblowers’ 
and the force. 

He said: “You’ve been there 
representing a group of people 
who, I think, for the right rea¬ 
sons, have been wanting to not 
let this die. For 25 years this 
group of professionals have 
never let go of this. But who do 
you go to? 

“They clearly saw an opportu¬ 
nity to work with the Yellow 
Advertiser to maybe have anoth¬ 


er go at something that they care 
passionately about; to use you as 
a route to us, to broker that con¬ 
versation. And you’ve done it 
really responsibly. 

“You’ve used our relationship 
and you’ve respected everything 
we’ve said in terms of enabling 
us firstly to get our heads around 
it and then to try to get the Chief 
Constable in the right space - 
which actually took no effort at 
all because I think we’ve got a 
remarkable Chief Constable 
who is completely wanting to do 
the right thing by all of this.” 

Mr Alston cited other PCCs 
who had ‘failed’ to work closer 
with the press and insisted the 
current investigation demon¬ 
strated why there was a need for 
more openness in public office. 

He added: “We have a com¬ 
pletely new institution of police 
and crime commissioners. 


Some PCCs have just had the 
press snapping at their heels and 
being destructive. Others have 
simply failed to realise the 
importance of having a free 
press who can challenge those 
in authority and be the voice of 
the people - a press that can 
take debate forwards when 
everybody is getting fobbed off 
by bureaucracy.” 

Mr Alston said the investiga¬ 
tion could provide a good oppor¬ 
tunity for Essex Police - whose 
child abuse team is currently 
under investigation by the 
Independent Police Complaints 
Commissioner - to learn from 
past mistakes. 

He said: “Okay, this is going 
back 25 years, but unless we 
know our history, how can we 
really shape the right future? I 
think this investigation really 
has the opportunity to do that.” 


How the YA’s investigations prompted ‘cover-up’ inquiry

IN late 2014 the YA discovered, in financial 
records released under the Freedom of 
Information Act, that Essex Council had 
sanctioned 10 compensation pay-outs that year 
for ‘alleged abuse’ in the 1970s and 1990s. 

Press officers refused to answer the YA ’s 
questions and forced it to submit them under 
Freedom of Information laws, meaning it had 
to wait weeks for answers. 

Then, on Christmas Eve 2014, it refused to 
answer any of the questions - including 
‘yes/no’ questions such as whether Essex 
Council notified police of the alleged abuse - 
by claiming the answers could ‘identify 
victims’. 

In January 2015 the YA ran a front page story 
about the refusal to answer basic questions, in 
which victims’ rights organisation NAP AC 
(National Association for People Abused in 


Childhood) sided with the YA and said Essex 
Council’s silence was ‘tantamount to a cover-up’. 

Weeks later, the YA was contacted by Robin 
Jamieson, who had read the front page reports. 
He said that in the 1990s he had been 
approached by council staff with ‘alarming 
allegations’ which suggested ‘serious failures in 
child protection’. 

He said when he reported the concerns to 
Essex Council, he found the response ‘insulting 
and threatening’. 

In June, while communicating with Mr 
Jamieson, the YA discovered and reported on 
its front page that Essex Council had changed 
its Freedom of Information policy to make sure 
nobody could ever find out about pay-outs for 
alleged abuse again. Campaigners described 
the rule change as ‘baseless’ and 
‘unacceptable’. 


In July the YA ran a front page story about 
Mr Jamieson’s claims, in which Essex Council 
said allegations of a cover-up had been 
investigated in the 1990s but found ‘no 
evidence of an organised cover-up’. Council 
leader David Finch called on people with 
information to come forward. 

In the following months, as the YA arranged 
for Mr Jamieson to meet with Police 
Commissioner Nick Alston, two further 
whistleblowers - Rob West and Jenny Grinsted 
- came forward. 

In February 2016, following a successful 
meeting between Mr Alston and Mr Jamieson, 
the three whistleblowers met with Chief 
Constable Stephen Kavanagh. 

In March 2016, Essex Police announced a 
formal investigation into an alleged child abuse 
cover-up in Essex.

“In the relevant period there were a number 
of investigations and prosecutions, and two 
convictions were secured. 

“However, the concern of these profession¬ 
als, who were working in the area at the time, 
was that those investigations may not have 
been sufficiently thorough.” 

Mr Alston said: “Without the Yellow 
Advertiser having had the confidence to build 
that relationship with those professionals, and 
to trust me to do the right thing here, we would 
not be making this announcement. 

“So thank you for taking the initiative on 
this. Thank you for trusting us.”

‘Abuse info buried’

POLICE will conduct a formal review 
into claims that an alleged ‘paedophile 
ring’ in Shoeburyness was not properly 
investigated. 

Whistleblowers claim that a case in 
the late 1980s, which saw two men 
convicted of abusing young boys, 
failed to take dozens of alleged victims 
seriously and failed to pursue other 
alleged abusers. 

The claim has been made by three 
sources who worked in child protection 
in Essex at the time. 

The whistleblowers are former dis- 
triet psychologist Robin Jamieson, for¬ 
mer child abuse treatment centre man¬ 
ager Jenny Grinsted and probation con¬ 
tractor Rob West. 

Mr Jamieson said: “It’s the first time 
in 25 years that they appear to be tak¬ 
ing it seriously.” 

Mr West worked in Southend at the 
time with the Rainey Foundation, a 
charity that helped young offenders, 
which had a base on Weston Road. 
During the late 1980s abuse investiga¬ 
tion, he accompanied three of the 
alleged vietims to the trial. 

Speaking exclusively to the Yellow 
Advertiser, Mr West said: “I got at least 
nine disclosures in one year of boys 
telling me about their abuse. At least 
four or five of them were involved in 
that situation. 



Jamieson: contacted the YA after it 
revealed compensation pay-outs by 
Essex Council for ‘alleged abuse’ 

“We passed information on, but noth¬ 
ing ever came back to us. That doesn’t 
mean nothing was ever done, because 
sometimes the police do things and 
don’t eome baek to you. But certainly, 
talking to the young people, they were 
never approached by the police. 

“Even when they were, I sometimes 
thought, ‘Are the police trying to elose 
them down?’ I sat in on an interview on 
one occasion where one officer said, 
‘Right son, tell us who nonced you up.’ 
These were more or less the words used 
- by quite an aggressive poliee officer.” 

In 1990, a joint report by the 


Children’s Soeiety, where Ms Grinsted 
worked, and the Rainer Foundation, 
suggested the problem had been far 
wider than the prosecution the prior 
year had indicated. 

The report stated there had been a pae¬ 
dophile sex ring in Shoeburyness for at 
least 18 months and said a group of 
known victims had indicated there could 
be up to 80 victims. 

The authors, who ineluded Ms 
Grinsted, wrote that their report was 
focused on information from 25 boys 
who they knew were victims of the 
abuse network. 

The report said loeal ageneies’ 
response to the problem had been 
‘patchy’ and called for ‘urgent action’ - 
but the three whistleblowers claim it 
was never properly aeted on. 

Mr West said he believed the alleged 
victims were overlooked because they 
were young offenders. “There was 
clearly a ring and it wasn’t properly 
investigated by the police or social ser¬ 
vices,” he said. 

“It was partly because offenders were 
not treated as having any great value in 
society. The poliee hated them, they 
hated the police - these were lepers, the 
children who were being abused here.” 

Mr West said the lack of intervention 
had tragie consequenees for several of 
the alleged victims, with some taking 
their own lives. He added that he still 
had a list of dozens of the alleged vic¬ 
tims. 

Police Commissioner Niek Alston 
said he found it ‘chilling’ that large 


numbers of ehildren may have been 
abused but never received adequate 
care afterwards. 

“Many of these victims, according to 
Rob West, were in social care beeause 
they eame from diffieult backgrounds, 
involving crime and drugs. They were 
already vulnerable. 

“Who do they reach out to? They 
reaeh out to the cops, they get nieked. 
They reaeh out to social workers, 
something else happens to them. 
They’ve got nowhere to go, so they go 
to drink and drugs and finish up in 
every bad plaee imaginable. 

“Rob talked through where they all 
are now - some in prison, some dying

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PRAISE FOR WHISTLEBLOWERS 


“ONE of the most challenging 
things I’ve had to deal with.” 
Those were the words police 
commissioner Nick Alston used 
to describe revelations that 
child sex victims in Essex may 
have been ignored. 

But in an exclusive interview 
with the YA yesterday, Mr Alston 
said the announcement of a 
formal investigation felt like a 
‘huge step’ forward. 

Acting on information 
provided by three 
whistleblowers, police will 
investigate claims that a child 
abuse probe in Shoeburyness in 
the late 1980s failed to pursue 
named suspects or pay proper 
attention to dozens of child 
victims. 

Police will also investigate 
two reports penned by child 
abuse and social care experts in 
the 1990s, which detailed 
allegations that Essex social 
care workers failed to properly 
tackle abuse and in some cases 
had been actively involved in

from overdoses, some on the 
street. The chances of escape 
are slight.” 

Mr Alston promised anybody 
who came forward to report 
abuse would be taken seriously. 

He said: “Twenty years on, our 
whole view of looting at these 
things has changed. The concept 
of the streetwise kid and ‘it’s 
their lifestyle’. That’s all gone, 
thank God. So looking at this 
again is something we absolute¬ 
ly have to do.” 

Mr West said he was ‘heart¬ 
ened’ by a meeting with Chief 
Constable Stephen Kavanagh 
last week. 

He said: “I’m still trying to 



HUGE STEP FORWARD Police 
Commissioner Nick Alston has 
praised whistleblowers 
offences against children. 

The whistleblowers claim 
police and civil servants failed 
to act on the reports. 

The allegations came to 
police’s attention when the YA 
was contacted by Mr Jamieson 
and arranged for him to meet Mr 
Alston. Mr Alston said: “That 
was a very compelling and 
powerful session - to hear his 
remarkably balanced account. 

He has got a passion for trying 

find a bit of closure for myself 
Social services and the police 
perhaps may need to be held 
responsible for some of the fail¬ 
ings. But I also want to be a 
part of the voice for those sur¬ 
vivors who never had any clo¬ 
sure and are still suffering and 
were never compensated.” 

Announcing the police investi¬ 
gation, Mr Kavanagh said: “At 
present, we have allegations but 
no victims, suspects or locations. 

“But whether alleged abuse, 
especially organised and institu¬ 
tionalised, happened yesterday 
or 30 years ago, it’s our duty to 
review it without fear or favour. 

If you have information or 
you are yourself a victim or sur- 


to get the right outcomes. 

“His concern was for those 
who should have been listened 
to and didn’t get support from 
their organisations - and 
indeed, got their organisations 
turning against them. His 
concern for the victims shone 
through.” 

After the meeting, Mr Alston 
arranged for Mr Jamieson to 
meet with Chief Constable 
Stephen Kavanagh. Mr West 
and Ms Grinsted also attended. 

Mr Alston said: “There was 
no hint from any of these people 
of wanting to ‘get at’ - for any 
personal reason - what they 
clearly regard as those who 
were failing to deal properly with 
these issues. There was no 
vindictiveness about it. It was a 
concern for the victims and for 
the professionals who were left 
unsupported.” 

Mr Alston praised the YA for 
bringing the allegations to his 
attention and assisting the 
police investigation.

He creates completely nonsensi¬ 
cal, vividly-coloured worlds full of 
larger-than-life characters, including 
Eric Meat, who is always at the 
heart of these worlds. Eric, a retired 
teacher from Humberside, is a naive 
dreamer who is always looking for 
love. Innocent and unaware, his 
world is small and he is obsessed 
with the mundane. 

In 2014 Brice took Eric Meat 
Wants To Go Shopping to the 
Edinburgh Fringe to critical acclaim 
and returned to the Fringe in 2015 
with Eric Meat Has No Proof, Only 
Memories of Pasta and performed 
to sell-out crowds. 

Libby, an actor, improviser, writer 
and award-winning comedian, who 
recently co-wrote and performed in a 
short film for Sky 1, has honed a 
darkly comic and highly physical 
style as one half of comedy duo.

KUNG FU PANDA 3 (PG, 95mins) 

A rdent fans of unlikely kung 
fu-fighting warrior Po will hap¬ 
pily grin and panda bear this 
derivative yet energetic third instal¬ 
ment of the computer-animated 
adventure series. 

Visually, Jennifer Yuh Nelson and 
Alessandro Carloni's picture is a 
black belt: bright colours saturate 
the screen, the 3D format is 
employed adroitly in gymnastic fight 
sequences and character detail has 
improved noticeably since Kung Fu 
Panda 2. 

Screenwriters Jonathan Aibel and 
Glenn Berger don't flying kick and 
punch the plot into touch with simi¬ 
lar urgency or invention. 

Mothballed jokes about a panda's 
vast appetite or the creature's inabil¬ 
ity to scale flights of stairs are aired 
again and spiky banter between 
Jack Black's self-doubting hero and 
Dustin Hoffman's despairing red 


panda mentor feel like hand-me- 
downs. Black's whirlwind vocal per¬ 
formance, which enlivened the first 
two chapters, is more of a stiff 
breeze here, but still whips up big 
laughs. 

After 500 years of incarceration in 
the Spirit Realm, megalomaniacal 
yak Kai (voiced by JK Simmons) 
steals the chi of every kung fu mas¬ 
ter including his one-time friend, 
Oogway (Randall Duk Kim). 

Only the Dragon Warrior, over¬ 
weight dumpling-obsessed panda 
Po (Black), can bring Kai's reign of 
terror to an end. So the power- 
crazed yak returns to the mortal 
plane and gallops towards the Jade 
Palace to lock horns with Master 
Shifu (Hoffman) and his plucky disci¬ 
ples: Tigress (Angelina Jolie), 
Monkey (Jackie Chan), Mantis (Seth 
Rogen), Viper (Lucy Liu) and Crane 
(David Cross). 

Meanwhile, Po is reunited with his 
rotund biological father, Li Shan 


(Bryan Cranston), and embarks on a 
quest of self-discovery to harness 
the power of chi. 

In a mountaintop village, Po builds 
bridges between Li Shan and his 
surrogate father Mr Ping (James 
HongX fends off amorous advances 
from ribbon dancer Mei Mei (Kate 
Hudson) and learns about his late 
mother. 

"She was the total package: 
smart, beautiful, tremendous 
appetite," gushes Li Shan. 

Po also marshals fellow bears into 
an army capable of repelling Kai and 
liberating the creatures under the 
yak's Machiavellian control. 

Kung Fu Panda 3 is a jaunty affair 
that breeds comfort and warm 
smiles through familiarity. 

This is a fitting conclusion to the 
series, so DreamWorks Animations 
will hopefully learn from the mistakes 
of Shrek and let Po bow out in style.

MISFIRING Southend United 
passed up another opportunity to 
close the gap on the Sky Bet 
League One play-off places after a 
last-minute goal from Lee Novak 
earned Chesterfield victory on 
Saturday. 

Blues have been frustrating of 
late. A convincing victory over 
league leaders Burton Albion was 
followed by lacklustre displays 
against Port Vale and Crewe. 

Manager Phil Brown used his 
programme notes to mention that 
having scored late in stoppage 
time against Crewe, he viewed it as 
a point gained and not two lost. 

Chesterfield arrived at Roots 
Hall just three points, and places, 
above the League One drop zone. 

But the Spireites are one of the 
division’s in-form teams, having 
won each of their last four outings.

“We’ve hit the post in the first 
couple of minutes, then the follow¬ 
up by Dave Worrall, that’s got to 
go into the back of the net. 

“If that goes into the back of the 
net then it becomes a different 
game altogether.
